Fascismo’s Fortunes. 


The recent attempt on Signor Musso- 
lini’s life has been followed by wholesale 
changes in the Italian Cabinet. Most 
important of these is the removal 
of Signor Federzoni from the Minis- 
try of the Interior. He has been 
transferred to the Colonial Office, and the 
portfolio for the Interior is now taken by 
the Duce himself. It is explained officially 
that the change is the logical result of 
Signor Mussolini’s assumption of supreme 
command of the National Militia, which 
is controlled by the Ministry of the 
Interior; but public opinion, Fascist and 
anti-Fascist, holds a different view. 
During the past four years Signor Feder- 
zoni has exercised a moderating influence 
in the Fascist councils. His presence 
there gave some assurance to the Conser- 
vatives, the Royalists and the Church 
Party that the revolution would evolve 
gradually into a strong and. djsciplined 
government, based upon the old constitu- 
tional principles. The inner political 
history of the last two years has consisted 
largely in a struggle between Signor 
Federzoni and that ardent revolutionary, 
Signor Farinacci; and moderation seemed 
to have won the day when, some months 
ago, Signor Farimacct was replaced by 
Signor Turati in the General Secretary- 
ship of the Fascist Party. Now, while 
Signor Federzoni has been side · tracked, 
as the American politicians say, there is a 
general belief that Signor Farinacci has 
recained authority at headquarters. The 
other Cabinet changes include an almost 
complete clearance of the Under-Secretary- 
ships. Ten new men, whose average age 
does not exceed thirty, have been appointed 
to these offices. * 

To-day the dictatorship is omnipotent in 
Italy. Municipal elections have vanished, 
and every. commune, large or small, is 
governed by a podesta, who is nominated 
by the central power. Parliament sur- 
vivés, but has no real functions. Next 
week a formidable addition will be made 
to the Cabinet’s authority when the new 
Defence of the State Act has received the 
assent of Parliament and the King’s 


‘signature. It is inspired by the persistent 


attacks on the Duce's person and by the 
menace of conspiracy, internal and ex- 
ternal, against the Fascist régime. This 
law not only institutes capital punishment 
for the first time in the Italian Kingdom, 
but establishes revolutionary tribunals for 
the judgment of political offences. The 
tribunals, or courts-martial, will be 
manned by officers of the Fascist Militia, 
and—by an innovation which may have 
very disturbing |consequences—foreigners 
will be subject to their jurisdiction. 
Article VI. of the new law ordains that 
“any Italian or foreigner committing a 
political offence on foreign soil is liable to 
trial by one of the new military courts, 
which may imprison him for a term 
not exceeding’ filteen years” We are 
not surprised to learn that the 
foreign community in Italy is highly 
exercised”’ over this Vclause. Accord - 
ing to its literal interpretation, a 
journalist who despatches an article which 
may displease Fascism, and even a tourist 
who posts a letter that may be judged to 
contain “false, exaggerated or tendencious 
rumours or news concerning the internal 
conditions of Italy,” may find theniselves 
inmates of Italian jails for a long term. 
If the law is enforced, Italy's tourist traffic 
will suffer heavily, and Italian affairs will 
be hidden from the world by an im- 
penetrable censorship. 
Signor Mussolini has made his land 
peaceful and prosperous, but his autocratic. 
sway has a threefold peril, In the first 
place, the system which he has founded 
depends mainly, if not wholly, on his 
wonderful self; . the removal of his 
hands from the reins of power might in- 
volve the collapse of all government, In 
the next place, bis relentless policy has 
marshalled K forces against him, 
which are not the less dangerous because 
they are working underground. Finally,

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Canada and Ireland. 


A short journey, whether in the 10 
or in imagination, through one of the 
Canadian provinces would set any Irish 
farmer asking penetrating questions. In 
an hour’s ride through British Columbia, 
for example, the visitor would see farms 
of thirty to fifty acres well stocked and 
displaying every sign of scientific methods 
in farming. Electricity for lighting and 
cooking is supplied by hydro-electric 
power stations. Telephones connect the 
homesteads one with another and with 
the town. Every farm has its motor car; 
many have motor tractors. Admiring these 
typical conditions, the observer might be 
tempted to suppose that some prodigious 
fertility of soil or vast. capital resources 
accounted for such a high degree of 
comfort wrung from the common trade 
of farming. He would learn, however, 
that the farmers are obliged to face, 
year by year, difficulties every whit as for- 
midable as those which beset farmers in 
Ireland. For their dairy produce the 
demand and the prices are by no means 
constant. Epidemics among the cattle 
often rage through the country. Em- 
ployed labour may demand high wages 
in Ireland, but in many Canadian farm- 
ing districts it cannot be obtained at all. 
What, then, is the secret of Canadian 
progress as contrasted with Irish decay? 
The settlers on the Western prairies are 
young men, with young families. Often they 
are ex-officers, and in most cases they belong 
to the well-educated class, Many of them 
are city-bred and of a light physique that 
might appear to prejudice their chances 
of success. Only a small proportion 
comes of farming stock. Their advantage 
lies in the fact that they are determined 
to succeed, and that they are free from 
all antiquated habits, out-of-date methods, 
superstitious prejudices. They are wise to 
know that the “best is the cheapest,” 
and their motor cars are not luxuries, 
but servants of their progress. Above all, 
they have faith in their own future, With 
youth, education, adaptability, industry 
and firm resolve they cannot fail so long 
as sun and rail and fruitful soil do their 
part. In Ireland progress struggles 
against the prejudices of the old and 
unteachable. In a given 
instead of every farmhouse, only one in 
a number represents an alert economy. 
The young cannot marry, cannot buy, 
sell or make a decision touching so much 
as one row of turnips so long as the old, 
numb ignorance survives. Always there 
lurks the notion that life is happier and 
more prosperous overseas, and the young 
muscles toil but indifferently while the 
young mind is not reconciled to a settled 
life. When, therefore, we examine such 
a work as “The Canada Year Book,” 
issued. by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, and see how population has 
grown, how farming has prospered, how 
commerce and industry have sprung 
into being, we are moved to desire 
that Irish farmers would their 
Canadian fellows. Canada’s rapid progress 
towards the rich, complete and versatile 
life of a true nation springs wholly from 
her farmers’ determination to “make 
good.“ 
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Fashion on the Stage. 


Wilde's play, The Importance of Being 
Earnest,” is held by many critics to be 
the most brilliant English comedy since 
Sheridan; and to have initiated the 
revival of. the English theatre. Last 
night it was produced at the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, and the producer was 
moved to explain, in a note in the 
programme, the choice of nineteenth 
century costumes for the characters. 
‘“ Played in shingled hair and plus fours, 
it will seem a little absurd and démodé; 
but played in costume that, to our eyes, 
will be curious and in scenery that is 
a little extravagant and strange, it wil! 
take its proper place among the comic 
stage masterpieces of the world.” Every 
year or two, since the ‘nineties, Wilde’s 
flashing comedy has been played some- 
where; but now the playgoer begins to 
realise that it is no longer an apposite 
satire on the times. To-day The In- 
portance of Being Earnest’’ lives and 
delights by virtue of its imperishable 
gaiety; and now that it is staged as a 
play of the past, in costumes that are 
refreshing in their quaintness and their 
old-world associations, it takes on a new 
charm. In like fashion, as we are re- 
minded by the programme, a time must 
have come when The School for 
Scandal“ and“ She Stoops to Conquer 
suddenly were recognised as plays of other 
times; and some producer, early in the 
nineteenth century, perhaps, gave up con- 
temporary dress and staged these plays in 
the eighteenth century attire with which 
always we associate them. Comedy is the 
image of manners, and manners change. 
Comedies, therefore, must be dated. In 
no costume but that of the Shakespearean 
age could Twelfth Night be played 
aright; for even if Malvolio’s yellow stock- 
ings and outrageous cross-garters could be

The cause of the increased attendance was 
the appearance of Jelly D’Aranyi and her 
sister, Madame Adila Fachiri. By her 
masterly violin playing at these recitals 
during the past couple of vears Jelly D’ Arany! 
has proved herself eminently in place on this 
platiorm, and Madame Fachirn has com- 
manded considerable attention by her playing 
at recent recitals in London. 
The programme at both performances 
yesterday consisted of one composition for 
two “violins with piano. and solo items. True 
to the tradition she ‘has established as an 
exponent of the older school of violin music, 
Miss D’Aranyi had included works by the 
older masters, including Handel and Bach. 
The. playing oí the Bach Concerto in D minor, 
for two violing and piano, was a beautiful 
effort. The largo movement was delightful for 
the appealing legato of the strings. But 
1 the ‘Duet in D major for two violins 
by Spohr was the piece most enjoyed. Spohr 
was himself an accomplished violinist— indeed. 
only surpassed in hig day by the great 
Joachim, and, as becomes one who was a 
gieat virtuoso, his compesitions contain re- 
markable intricacies, which are used to produce 
an infinity of effects, and require, therefore, 
perfect technique. The complete relationship 
between the two violinists yesterday was 
wonderful, and the tonal effects were extra- 
ordinarily sweet. Again, one was impressed 
by the warm richness of the legato. 

The solo work of the violinists was keenly 
followed. Madame Fachiri played the 
Beethoven Romance in F major, and at night 
Slavonic Dance (Dvorak- Kreisler] and Scene 
de la Csarda (Hubay). The last was a very 
descriptive piece of work. One was struck 
by the player's sense of phrasing. In the 
Andante passages she got a fine, warm tone, 
but in the quicker movements, and especially 
in the forte music there came through a sug- 
gestion of harshness—a little rough edging 
here and there. Her technique otherwise was 
perfect, and she had the art of the long- 
drawn-out phrase. 

Miss Jelly D’Aranyi gave a glimpse of her 
great technical command in the Three Hun- 
garian Dances, by Brahms-Joachim, in the 
afternoon. Her bowing and stopping were 
in excellent control. At night she played 
bewitchingly Debussy’s En Bateau; the 
muted strings produced a glorious quality. 
As a finale she plaved a very showy piece,’ 
La Ronde des Latina,” by Bazzini, which 
was made noteworthy by her wonderful bow- 
ing. One had almost forgotten to mention 
the playing of the Sonata in C major for two 
violins and piano by Pugnani, the last two 
movements of which were things of sheer de- 
light. Mrs. Hawtrey was at the piano, and 
was an ideal accompanist, never obtruding 
herself, but always providing the proper 
background.

For distributing a document containing 
a statement which contravened the Emer- 
gency Regulations, Councillor J. P. 
Mannion, a Wigan Labour Councillor end 
Guardian, and six other defendants, all 
associated with the Wigan Irish Demo- 
cratic Club, were yesterday at Wigan fined 
£20 each or two months’ imprisonment 
with hard. labour, but were allowed two 
months in which to pay.

PRICES TOO HIGH FOR THE 
POOR OF DUBLIN. 


Moderate supplies of fuel were obtain- 


are still high and beyond the reach of the 
poor, even if the supplies coming into 
Dublin had not been ‘‘ ear-marked’’ for 
old customers of the merchants. As a 
general rule coal-dealers are restricting 
their deliveries to a quarter of a ton to 
any house. 
During the day three coal vessels arrived 
in the harbour. One, the ss. Villa Aida, 
from Hampstead, U. S. A., carried 7,000 
tons for the Alliance’ and Dublin Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company; another, the ss. 
Dolyant Force, from Rotterdam, brought 
700 tons to Messrs. W. Robinson and Son, 
Ltd., while a third had 1,000 tons for the 
Dublin Merchants’ Association. It is esti- 
mated that the quantity of coal now under 
discharge in Dublin is approximately 
20,000 tons, Other cargoes are expected 
duting the week, including. 2,000 tons for 
the Dublin United Tramways Company. 
The Irish Motorists’ Union again pro- 
vided transport facilities for loads of 
timber, which were brought to Dublin from 
Westmeath yesterday and distributed by 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. 


‘CHEAPER LONDON PRICES. 


The Coal Merchants’ Federation of 
Great Britain, at a meeting in London 
yesterday, decided, having regard to the 
undertaking giveng by the collieries to the 
Government—that no coal whatsoever 
should be despatched from collieries at 4 
price exceeding’ 50s. per ton—to recom- 
mend the merchants to reduce the price 
to the public to the extent of the colliery 
reduction.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Three bids, of which the lowest is 
1,000,000 dollars, have been submitted to 
the Shipping Board for the purchase of 
five ships of the Government Merchant 
Line. Two of the bidders offered also to 
charter the five ships of the United States 
Lines. They were the Winchester and 
Kenny’ Companies, of New York City, 
both of whom fixed the price of each of 
the five vessels at 200,000 dollars. 

The third offer was submitted by Mr. 
Kermit Roosevelt, who proposed to pur- 
chase the steamers at 252,000 dollars per 
ship, and operate the United States Lines, 
if handed over by the Government. 

The Winchester Company offer also pro- 
posed to construct two additional express 
ships suitable to operate in company with 
the Leviathan at a total cost of 30,000,000 
dollars, the Shipping Board to lend to the 
company two-thirds of this amount under 
the Merchant Marine Act. 

The Board also received an offer from 
the Potter Company of 1,505,000 dollars 
for either ithe President Herding or the 
President Roosevelt, and an offer of four 
million dollars from the Atlantic Trans- 
port Company for the Leviathan. 


Washington, Republic, President Hard- 
ing, and President Roosevelt, of the United 
States Lines; and the American Trader, 
American Banker, American Merchant, 
American Farmer, and American Shipper, 
of the American Merchant Line, were 
offered for sale, sealed bids to be sent in 
by November 8th. The terms of the offer 
stipulated that purchasers must be 
American citizens; must pay in twenty- 
five per cent. of the price in cash, and 
undertake to operate the ships for ten 
years and effect certain replacements. 


FAMOUS SHRINE 
DESTROYED. 


HOSPITAL PATIENTS HAVE 
NARROW ESCAPE. 


QUEBEC, Monday. 

The temporary Basilica St. Anne de 
Beaupré has been completely gutted by a 
fire, which also destroyed all the relics 
and pilgrims’ offerings it contained. 

The fire was only got under control after 
several wooden buildings in the vicinity 
had been burned down. The patients in 
the hospital adjacent had a narrow escape. 

The intrinsic loss is estimated at three 
hundred thousand dollars, but the 
irreplacable loss consists in the priceless 
relics which: have been destroyed—gifts 
from France dating from the seventeenth 
century. 

The relics included a fragment of bone 
of St. Anne, enclosed in a gold case, and 
the statue, said to be miraculous, at 
whose shrine many pilgrims from all parts 
of the world have offered up prayers 
seeking cures.—( Reuter. ) 
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ALCOHOLISM GROWS 
IN AMERICA.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

Deaths from alcoholism increased 
fourteen per cent. among more than 
17,000,000 industrial policy-holders of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company in 
the first nine months of 1926, according 
to the results of a survey just made public 
by the company. These deaths totalled 
455, and the death-rate was 3.3. per 
100,000. For the same period last year 
it was 2.9 per cent. . | 

The report discloses that cyrrhosis of 
the liver,” closely associated with alcohol- 
ism, accounted f 3868 deaths in the same 
period, and that deaths from that cause 
were at the rate of 6.6 per 100,000; as 
against 6.7 for 1925 and 6.5 for 1924. 


SOME FIGURES. 

There were twenty-four deaths attributed 
to wood and denatured alcohol poisoning 
in the first nine months of 1926. A total 
of 2,090 deaths from alcoholism among the 
company’s policy-holders has been re- 


since January 1, 1922. 

Of that number, 2,067 occurred among 
®bout 16,000,000 policy-holders in the 
United States, and twenty-three among 
about 1,000,000 Canadian policy-holders. 
More than half the Canadian alcoholic 
fatalities were in the province of Ontario. 

„In the Census Bureau's Mortality 
Report for 1925 there is a table showing 
that the alcoholism death-rate rose con- 
tinuously between 1920 and 1923,” the 
report says, and that the 1923 figure was 
more than triple the death-rate for 1920, 
just double that for 1919, and consider- 
ably above that for 1918. One must go 
back to 1917 to find higher mortality from 
alcoholism in the general population than 
the census report shows for 1925. Every 
one of the 35 States for which compara- 
tive data are obtainable registered a 
higher alcoholism death-rate in 1924 thap 
in 1920. 

ABOVE THE AVERAGE. 
“In certain States—namely, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Delaware, IIlinois, Mary- 
land, Missouri, New Jersey, New York, 
Rhode Island, and in the District of 
Columbia—the rate in 1924 was more 
than quadruple that of .1920, jes. 
“Wyoming registered the highest 
alcoholism death-rate. both in 1924 and 
1923, with Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts standing second and third 
respectively. Other States in which the 
mortality from this disease is far above 


the average are Delaware, Maryland, New 


York, Florida, Connecticut, New Jersey, 


and the District of Columbia.”

NATIONALISTS. SHOW 
THEIR HAND.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The Government got into difficulties in 
the Reichstag this evening in a debate 
on the relief of unemployment. The 
Minister of Finance ‘ad made it clear 
that the Reich finances will not stand 
much further strain in the form of in- 
creased “ doles.” The Government has 
offered a modification of the relief system, 
involving minor increases and improve- 
ment, but the Socialists are demanding 
a heavy all-round increase and the 
abolition of the rule under which, after a 
year’s relief, the payments lapse for a 
period. | 

In Committee the Socialists failed to 
obtain acceptance of their proposed in- 
creases, but, owing to the abstention of 
the Nationalists, their motion for the 
abolition of this rule was passed by one 
vote, 

TWICE DEFEATED. 

In the full House to-day the Nationalists 
went further, and actually voted in favour 
of the Socialist amendments to the Go- 
vernment's scheme, with the result that 
the Government was twice defeated. 

Their intention was to demonstrate the 
importance of their threat to go into com- 
plete Opposition if they are not taken into 
the Government. — 


COMPROMISE PROPOSED. 

The Cabinet met this evening to discuss 
the situation, and it is probable that 
compromise proposals will be put forward 
to-morrow. The incident illustrates the

ELEVEN CONVICTS AT 

LARGE. 

PRISON GATES RUSHED IN 
OHIO.

MEXICO CITY, Monday. 

Many Catholic bishops from various 
parts of Mexico have hen brought to 
Mexico City, where they have been un- 
officially requested to remain. 

The desire of the Government to protect 
the bishops against injustice is the chief 
reason for the unofficial request, it being 
pointed out that many reports have been 
received from small towns of the ill-treat- 
ment of priests by the local authorities, 
who suspect that some of them are im- 
plicated in the recent revolts in various 
States. 

Several priests from the State of Oaxaca 
have been ordered to the capital. These 
ate suspected of being implicated in a 
strong revolt which is said to be sweeping 
the mountains near Oaxaca City. 

It is alleged that the priests have 
succeeded in arousing several hundred 
Indians, and that they were responsible 
for the recent attack of the town of 
Notchitlan, in which Federal State troops 
were compelled to fight for several hours.

DUBLIN OUTRAGE. 


ATTEMPT TO BURN POPPY 
SHOP. 

A daring attempt was made last night to 
set fire to the Poppy Day Headquarters at 2 
Dawson street, Dublin, by four young women. 

Entering the shop shortly after 8 o'clock 
they asked if there were any poppies for sale. 
One of them stayed at the large table in the 


centre of the shop, while th> others went over 


to the two side tables and pened their hand- 
bags as if to get out money. The two assist- 
ants on duty saw nothing suspicious in their 
actions, and took no notice of them until they 
saw one of the women take out a bottle and 
sprinkle the flags on the tables with some 
liquid. ! 
Another of the party struck a match, and 
instautly there was a flare, followed by a 
slight explosion. Simultaneously, the fourth 
woman ran behind the tables and set fire to 
a large box of poppies in the same manner. 
The woman assistant shouted “' Fire! and 
the only customer in the shop—a lady— 
grappled with one of the girls and tried to 
hold her, but was struck on the face several 


times and had to let go. 

The workers in the back of the premises 
and on the first floor rushed into the shop, 
and seizing the burning flags and poppies 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames. 

Two constables who were on duty outside 
the premises on hearing the commotion, 
entered the shop. They got hold of two of 
the women who were leaving the shop, but 
one of them let his prisoner go when he saw 
the flames. 

The action of the voluntary workers when 
the heard the cry of fire was commend- 
able, especially in the case of Mrs. Browne, 
who seized one of the burning flags with the 
intention of putting it out. Feeling some- 
thing hard in the folds of the flag, she 
thought that it was a bomb, and rushed out- 
side into the street and 8 it into the 
roadway, Ii was afterwards found that it 
was a quart bottle of petrol we in 
brown paper.

PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 
TO BE ENCOURAGED.

RIGA, Monday. 

In view of the losses incurred by the 
State industries and the scarcity of manu- 
factured goods, the Soviet economic 
authorities are now considering the ex- 
pediency of sanctioning the formation not 
only of “mixed’’—private and State- 
owned—companies, but also of joint stock 
companies entirely private owned. 

The State Planning Department con- 
siders that it would be advisable to en- 
courage the organisation of private in- 
dustrial and commercial joint stock com- 
panies. 

AN EXPERIMENT. 

The dealings of these companies would 
be strictly confined to commodities which 
the State industries either do not produce 
or produce only in insufficient quantities. 
The Department proposes as an experi- 
ment to authorise the formation of small 
private joint stock companies for retail 
and certain forms of wholesale trade, with 
their sphere of activities limited to par- 
ticular districts or provinces. 

It does not approve of the formation of 
private companies for handling 
materials for export. 


TAXES WANTED. 

These projects are still in the initial 
stages, but political circles generally are 
disposed to look on them as the only 
means by which -capital can be accumu- 
lated in sufficient amount ‘o yield a sub- 
stantial revenue as taxes to the State. 

In contrast with the elusive private 
trader, such companies would keep their 
books properly and record their profits.

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FORESTRY RET O RTS. 

The Forestry Committee also has con- 
cluded its deliberations, Its report, I 
gather, deals inter alia with the world’s 
timber supplies, with particular reference 
to soft wood, which constitutes eighty per 
cent, of the timber that is used for indie. 
trial purposes. Some time ago there was 
a bit of a scare concerning the outlook in 
this connection, and the Forestry Com.

AN IMPORTANT SESSION,

The problem of Appeals to the Privy 
Council was discussed last week, and will 
come up again before ‘the Committee 
finishes its work. This is a problem of 
the utmost delicacy, in which every 
Dominion has a particular interest. 
Canada is on the horns of a dilemma. 
The French-Canadians insist that the 
right of appeal shall be maintained, as it 
is one of their most important minority 
safeguards—a fact which might be noted 
in Dublin—and also the Canadian Govern- 
ment is anxious to have some tribunal to 
which disputes between Federal States 
may be referred. 

On the other hand, the Liberal Party 
holds that the Supreme Court of Canada 
ought to be supreme in every sense of the 
word, and an Act was passed by the 
Dominion Government many years ago 
explicitly stating that appeals in criminal 
cases could not be sent to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council. 

CANADIAN APPEALS. 

Apparently, like Galileo’s earth, how- 
ever, it moves all the same, and the Privy 
Council continues to hear Canadian 
appeals, even in criminal cases. 

Mr. Mackenzie King wants this condi- 
tion of affairs to be remedied, and I gather 
that he will be prepared to accept a com- 
promise to this extent—that appeals will 
be made in future “with the permission 
of the Supreme Court of Canada. 

I am unable to discover the Free State's 
attitude on this matter, but presumably 
Mr. O' Higgins will be satisfied with the 
Canadian solution, especially as the pre- 
cedent of the Lynham-Butler case can be 
brought forward at any time. 

There is another Canadian problem of 
considerable intricacy in which the Free 
State’s position is most uncertain. I refer 
to the Colonial Laws Validity Act. Under 
this Act, put simply, an Imperial Statute 
always overrides a Dominion Statute it. 
they clash. One of thé concrete. results 
of this circumstance is that Canada has 
no control over British merchant shipping 
in her own ports. Another is that, in tho 
case of a Canadian bankrupt who has 
creditors in Britain and Canada, the 
strict letter of the law can be construed 
to mean that the British creditors can 
claim precedence over their Canadian 
colleagues. 

AN UNKNOWN QUANTITY. 

Nobody seems to know whether or no! 
the Colonial Laws Validity Act applies to- 
the Free State. There seems to be a doubt 
whether the Free State Government has 
power to pick and choose between the 
Statutes which were taken over after the 
passage of the Constitution, and its legal 
advisers are quite ready to argue that this 
particular Act has no vatidity in Ireland. 

So far, fortunately, no test case has

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HOW THE POPPY RELIUS.

In view of the commemoretion,of Remem- 
brance Day, November 11, and of the sale of | 

oppies, we reprint a few facts taken from 
Ear Haig's appeal for ex -Service men of all 
ranks. No less than 8,654,000 men were en- 
listed during the great war to serve under 
the British flag at sea, on land, and in the 
air. Of these 946,023 were killed in action 
or died of wounds or sickness caused through 
active service, and 2,121,906 were wounded. 
At the end of 1925 there were 600,000 Gis- 
abled ex Service men receiving pensi 
160,000 widows receiving pensions, 300,000 
war orphans, and 600, unemp ex- 
Service men. The number of ex-Service men 
now unemployed is considerably larger. Many 
of them have no pensions and no unemploy- 
ment benefit, and are in dire distress. 

Over 2,600 Poppy Day committees are e 
caged in raising funds which are distributed 
through the voluntary local Relief Com- 
mittees of the British Legion. During 1925 
some 400,000 cases of distress were ted. 
The fund has also been the means of helping 
many hundreds of ex-officers. | 

In the British Legion poppy factories nearly 
250 severely disabled ex-Service men are em- 
ployed throughout the year in making the 
»oppies that are sold on November 11. At 
ls Hall, tha British Legion’s Sana- 
torium, Training Colony and Settlement, “195 
tubercular ex-Service men are under treat- 
ment. There is also the Training Colony, | 
with joinery and 2 departmeuts, where 
54 men are employed in addition to many 
who are being trained, and 69 men, former 
patients, 52 women and 104 children—settlers 
and their families—are hving under medical 
supervision in the British Legion village in 
the midst of ideal surroundings. 

These are among the pleasant fruits which 
spring from purchases of Pp ies and from 
offerings to Earl Haig's Fund. The fund 
itself is administered under Karl Haig's per: 
sonal supervision. How well that work is 
done is manifest to all. It is noteworthy, 
however, that economy goes hand-in-hand 
with full efficiency, In 1925, for instance, 
the administration of the Relief. Department 
cost 4.8 per cent., compared with 5.3 per 
cent. in 1924 and 5.7 per cent. in 1923.

SECONDARY TEACHERS’ 
PENSIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin, — The claim of secondary teachers for 
the establishment of a pensions scheme has 
never been disputed. or disproved, and, in 
fact, has received general support. Yet the 
Minister for Education has done little to 
meet the claim, and, so far as we are aware, 
he has not yet drafted a scheme. 

On behalf of the Central Executive Council 
of the Association of Secondary Teachers, 
we desire to state briefly the main facts 
of the situation. Shortly after his appoint- 
ment a deptitation from our Association dis- 
cussed the position with the present Minister 
on February 22nd last. He was sympathetic 
and promised to look into the matter to see 
what could be done. On h 10th he 
supplied Mr. 1. J. O'Connel D., With a 
mass of statistics relating to the service of 
teachers, which obviously had a earing on 
the cost of a scheme. 
pressed by another deputation from our 
Association, he again undertook to have the 
ground explored. 

When the Secondary Education Vote was 
being debated in the Dail on June 7th, con- 
siderable pressure was brought to bear on 
the Minister, notably by Mr. T. Johnson and 
Professor Thrift, in regard to the pensions 
position The Minister then stated that his 
department was looking into what the pusi- 
tion is and what a scheme of this kind might 
cost,“ and he promised to give the question 
all the application he could. Yet, in reply 
to a query as to what progress had been 
made, the Minister wrote to us on October 
18th that he could give us no information 
beyond that contained in the statistcs referred 
to above (whch had been supplied over seven 
months previously). Some few days later we 
asked the Minister to tell us definitely 
whether he had formulated a scheme or 
whether it was his intention to do so at an 
early date. He replied a few days ago to 
say that his department was still engaged 
on its investigations, and that no further in- 
formation was available. We have not been 
informed by the Minister how far the in- 
vestigations of his department have got, when 
they will be likely to conclude or what facts 
they have disclosed. 

We fear the only conclusion possible on 
the facts we have enumerated is that the 
Minister has not taken this question serjously, 
and that he has not fulfilled his promise to 
give the matter his earnest consideration. 
In fact, it would seem as if the Minister 
were disposed to shelve a problem the solu- 
tion of which is of enormously vital im- 
portance to secondary teachers. Indeed, to 
show that the matter is pressingly urgent, we 

merely mention that one aged teacher, 
who has given nearly forty years of sterling 
and efficient service, is now out of employ- 
ment and is not even entitled to draw the 
dale.“ In addition; we ‘know oí several 
aged teachers who are eligible for pension 
on. normal conditions, but are obliged to 
remain in zerwoe and compete against 
younger teachers, when he should be per- 
mitted to retire in peace and modest comfort.

ONLY SOLUTION STIFF TARIFF 
ON FOREIGN MALT. 

On the subject of the Irish barley problem, 
Mr. J. J. Bergin, Athy, speaking at a most 
ing of the East Cork Farmers’ Association, 
in Midleton, said that the only solution was 
a very stiff tariff on foreign barley and malt. 
If the same price was paid to the Irish 
maltster as was paid to the foreigner, he 
said, the farmer would get 26s. per barrel for 
his barley. Denouncing the combine of 
Messrs. Guinness, he said that the recent re- 
duction of 10s. per hogshead in their price 
of stout went to complete the greatest pos- 
sible blow at the small brewers. 

He advised the farmers of East Cork to 
continue growing barley, and emphasised the 
suitability of the land for this purpose. 

Speaking of the Farmers’ Party in the 
Dail, he said that it was one of ranchers, 
graziers and ex-landiords, and they had 
bitterly opposed any attempts to remedy the 
conditions of the barley growers. 

Mr. John Dineen, T.D., refuted Mr, 
Bergin’s remarks as to his party, and said 
that they had been always sympathetic to 
the barley grower. If they were to adopt 
a certain policy it would be -hard to say 
where tariffs would stop, and he woadered 
whether the balance would be on the right 
side. They were pledged to the party, and 
untiP’such time as Congress Altered their 
policy, he was bound by majority rule. 

Major Parry (Messrs. Beamish and 
Crawford. Cork) intimated that his firm was 
prepared to purchase 2,500 barrels of barley 
at 168. per barrel. 

Over 50 per cent. of the total barley grown 
in Thomastown district is still unsold. 
Farmers are deyoting large areas of tillage 
to the growing of winter wheat, and that 
hitherto devoted to barley will be reduced 
considerably next. spring.

The present generation of Dublin opera- 
lovers—which really means the whole metro- 
politan population—is as keen as ever on the 
composers who wrote in the Italian conven- 
tion, giving plenty of opportunity for the 
display of vocal virtuosity by the principals. 
The performance of the Barber of Seville 
by the Carl Rosa Company last night proved 
to be about the most popular of the operas 
of the Gaiety Theatre season so far.

TEACHERS AND MEDICAL 
INSPECTOR’S REPORT. 


Owing to some adverse criticism at a meet- 
ing of the Enniskillen Branch of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, Dr. A. 
Dickson, medical inspector, came before a con- 
zerence of the teachers on Sunday evening, 
where there was a full and free discussion. 
The teachers objected to the doctor mention 
ing the names of the schools in his report, 
as they held that if a school were classified 
bad it also classified the teacher, whereas 
the teacher was not to blame. 

Dr. Dickson said that he admitted that it 
was unfair; but what could he do? . The 
teachers were not to blame for the insanitary 
condition of the schools, but the public had 
the right to know what schools were insani 
tary. It would be unfair to let parents send 
their children to an insanitary school. He 
was responsible for the health of the pupils, 
and if he did not criticise unhealthy school 
buildings he would not be doing his duty. 

In reply to a teacher regarding verminous 
children, Dr. Dickson said that he would

CHEMICAL EXAMINATION OF 
CRUCIBLES. 


At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
held yesterday at 19 Dawson street, Dublin, 
& paper was read by Mr. R. J. Moss dealing 
with the chemical examination of the crucible 4 
in the collection of Irish antiquities in the 
possession of the Royal Irish Academy. There 
are sixteen crucibles, he said, which were 
found chiefly in crannogues, or anciept lake 
dwellings. Eight of them are from Ulster, 
three from Leinster and one from Connaught, 
Munster is not represented. Four are from 
unknown localities. They differ in form from 
crucibles found in Continental lake dwellings, 
and there are indications that in heating their 
erncibles the Irish metal workers did not 
follow the practice of the Continentaſ people. 
Such differences are to be expected if archmo- 
logists are right in assigning the lake dwell- 
ings of the British Isles to.a much later date 
than those of the Continent. ö

SMALLPOX PERIL, 


WHY VACCINATION Is SO 
NECESSARY. 

Dr. E. T. Freeman, in a paper read at the 
opening meeting of the Medical Society of 
University College, Dublin, gave official 
figures which should be taken seriously to 
heart by those in this country responsible for 
the carrying out of the vaccination laws. 
In 1921 the number of cases of smallpox reported 
in England was 350. In the succeeding vears 
the numbers were 975, 2,485, 3,765, and the 
high figure of 5,565 was reached in 1925. At 
present there is what amounts to an epidemic 
in Northern England, especially in the 
County of Durham. For the week ended 
October 30th the number of new cases re- 
ported was 121. 
Of the 2,485 persons affected in 1923, 85.5 
per cent. had never been vaccinated. In 1925, 
no vaccinated infants or young persons were 
attacked. 

The increase in the number of cases of 
smallpox s along with a remarkable falling 
off in the number of vaccinations since the 
‘conscientious objection ’’ legislation of 1908. 
Up to 1907 the percentage of vaceinghons ty 
births was 66 to 75, but it dropped ‘steady 
to 40 in 1919. 

Tt is calculated that two and a half millions 
of those born between 1910 and 1919 are not 
vaccinated, 

An Trish Times representative. was in- 
formed at the Public Health Department of 
the Ministry of Local Government that the 
smallpox situation in England is closely 
watched here, and elaborate precaut ons are 
taken to prevent the disease from getting 4 
hold in this country. The measures adopted 
at the ports and elsewhere are so efficient 
that on the eleven occasions that smallpox 
appeared here within recent years in no 
single instance did it spread to a second 
house. k 

Our representative was also informed that 
the direct opposition to vaccination which 
existed in some places a few years ago had, 
for the most part, disappeared, as had also 
the apathy of local authorities in putting the 
law in force. The number of applications to 
the department for vaccine lymph for vaccina- 
tion had more than doubled recently, and 16 
general throughout the Saorstat the Vaccina- 
tion Acts were administered efficiently.
